OCR ſtitute, Greeting: Foraſmuch, as by Our Proclamation of the 
Doe the Sixth day of A#zuſt, One thouſand fix hundred ninety fix years, The 
exaQing of any Cuſtom, Exciſe, or other [mpoſition laid upon ViRual [Import- 
ed inco this Kingdom by Sea or Land, from any other Conntrey, by any At 
of Parliament, or Book of Rates, was diſcharged : And ficklike, by an A& 
_ of the Lordsof Our Privy Council, dated the 29 day of December, One thous 
ſand fix hundred ninety 1x years, all Victual Imported into this Kingdom from 
Abroad, was declared to be free of all Cuſtom and Exciſe, or cther Publick 
- Daties wharſomever : And ſeing the foreſaid Proclamation and A& of Coun- 
cil were paſt and Publiſhed, for encouraging ſich who ſhould Import Vidual, 
for relief of the Poor, under the then ſcarcity and dearth, which now are co 
petently provided 2gainſt, by the plenty of Vidcual already Imported, nl he 
old Vittual yet in the Countrey not conſumed or ſpent: And there being like- 
wiſe the ProſpeR of a very good Harveſt, and plentiful Cropt approaching, 
T herefore We, with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, bave diſa 
charged the forcſaid Proclamation, and A& of Council, and declare the fame 
to beof no furder force 5 and hereby ordain the Colle&ors, and others im- 
ployed in Uplifting and Colleing Our Cuſtoms, to Levy and ColleR the Cu- 
Rom, Exciſe, and other Duties LImpoſed upon ViRual Imported from any 
Forraign @ountrey; by Sea or Land,by whatſomever Law,or AR of Parliae 
ment, and appoint them tobe Comprable to Us therefore, conform to the Laws, 
made thereanent, as they were lyable to do before the ſaid Proclamation, or 
AQ. Our Wibis herefore, and We Charge you ftraitly, and Command, that 
incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburg hb, 
and to theremanent Mercat-Crofſes of the Head Burghs of the ſeveral $hires 
and Stewartries within this Kingdom, and there in os Name and Authorit 
make Jntimation hereof, that none pretend ignorance« And ordains theſe pre- 
ſents to be Printed.
